Bean Worms 
Threat to Be 
Parley Topic 

Methods of controlling the bean 
cutworm, considered a threat to 
southern Idaho commercial bean 
production, will be & prime discus- 
sion subject at the western bean 
conference which atarta here Thurs- 
day, 

H. C. Mania, Univeralty of Idaho 
entomologist, said he would take up 
the subject as his main topic for 
the panel on Insect peala on open- 
ing day. 

The bean cutworm has been con' 
fined mostly to Minidoka county, 
Manls aald. In that locality 30 to 35 
percent damage was reported In 
some nelds lost year. The Insect may 
eventually cause serious damage to 
other major Iwan producing areas, 
Manls said. 

The entomidoglai aald 90 pounds 
or five percent DDT dust per acre 
applied before Aug. lb would control 
the cutworm. He reported "good 
commercial control" was obtained by 
that method in Colorado. 

Mania said the adult moths emerge 
during late July and lay their eggs 
on the leaves of the plants. The 
young cutworms after hatching feed 
on the leaves until they are about 
half grown. The chief damage comes 
to the crops shortly before harvest 
tUne In August and September,

England's Crisis Act 
Passed by Commons 

'LONDON, Aug. 12 (U.R)— The house of commons, after 17 
hours of continuous debate, approved an emergency bill to- 
day to give the government almost unlimited powers over 
industry and labor. The vote -was 178 to 63. The measure 
now goes tp the house of lords for action. 

The light vote was blamed on the fact that many members, 
nearing exhaustion from the long debate, had gone home, 
knowing that the labor party's overwhelming majority was 
sure to win. The house remained stonily silent when approval 
of the bill was announced. 
The labor government first 
proposed the measure a week 
ago today. 

Passage came after commons 
worked throughout the night fight- 
ing down conservative amendments 
to limit the aoope «r the bill of 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee. 

Wtnaton ChurchlU, conservative 
leader, won the support of several 
members of Attlee's Labor party In 
denouncing the measure 
sweeping for peacetime. 

Churchill moved formally to cllni- 
Inate a general clause empowrrlng 
the government to o.isure that the 
nation's resources are used " 
manner best calculated to scrvi 
Interests of the community." Altrr 
hours debate, commons voted 
down this amendment, 378 to 130, 

The bill aa passed would empower 
the government to order workers to 
new Jobs. This, in effect, would al. 
low the government to close Indus, 
tries deemed non-es.ientIal In Brit- 
ain's fight to revive Ita economic 
life through greater exports and 
fewer Imports, 

The government also would be al- 
lowed to order Industries to set rislrie 
percentages of tholr production for 
export. They could bo directed to 
apcclflo counUlM, and Uie govern- 
ment could order any or all Importa 
cut off from some countries.

Balkan Move Outside 
U. N. Is Threatened 



LAKL SUCCESS, Aug. 12 (/P)— The American delegation 
said today that if the United Nation3 security council fails to 
solve the Balkan problem, the United States is prepared to 
join with other countries to protect Greece "within the 
provisions of the charter." 

Herschcl V. Johnson, deputy U. S, delegate, gave this 
warning to Russia after charging before the council that 
communist groups supported by Albania, Yugoslavia and 
Bulgana hoped to set up a totalitarian regime in Greece, 

"We do not consider that our obligations or the oljliga- 
tions of the United Nations ... are ended merely because the 
Soviet union sees fit to use her veto to block constructive 
proposals desired by nine out 



of 11 members of the security 
council," Johnson said. 

"It becomes all too clear that the 
veto Ik being used In defense of the 
HBBresslons of Yugoslavia, Albania 
and Bulgaria." At another point, 
John-son said; 

"We arc no longer under the 
necessity of attempting to appease 
further a threatening veto. Let 1 
now record our honest opinions." 

Johnson spoke after Yugoslavia 
had accused the United States of 
deliberately misrepresenting condi- 
tions In the Balkans to jitstlfy the 
Trimian doctrine of aid to Greece. 

Johnson said the Balkan problem 
would Inevitably go before the 55- 
natlon general assembly— which, 
meets in New York Sept. 16— It the 
council failed to break the deadlock 
between Russia and the western 
powers. 

American resolution cir- 
culated among the members would 
provide that Albania, Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia should be blamed di- 
rectly for supporting Greek guerrll- 
lu and ibould be directed to ceata 
such action Immediately, 

Johtuon said he would not press 
for action on his new proposal un- 
leas an Australian plan for a BaN 
kan truce failed.

U. S. Prisons 
Climbing Fast 

By VnlUd Pkm 

Convicts ue enterlDK the na- 
tions sUtes and federal prisons at 
the rate of eight tnry hour, a 
■urvey showed bxlay. 

In many slates the adult prison 
population' has Increased sharply 
since the end of World war 11. the 
United Press survey disclosed. Ex- 
cept In rare instances, however. It 
has not approached the record highs 
set In aome 8tat«s in IMO and IMl. 
Increases ToJd- 

Tbe Arizona state prison, with 
OOi inmates, had the laTgest popu- 
lation since the InsUtutlon was 
opened. Admissions to New York 
sUte prisons have been increastnK 
17 per cent a month for the past 
I three months. The Florida prison 
population Increased by 400 prisr 
oncra in the first six month of 1M7. 
About 33 per cent of the Florida pris- 
oners are ex-service men. 

But a few states— Illinois. Iowa 
snd North Dakota among them— 
had decreases- T. P. Sullivan, di- 
rector of public safely for Illinois, 
■aid the "expected postwar crime 
wave has failed to develop- In Illi- 
nois. 

Little ■'Overcrowaini'- 

Although the prison populallon 
In the U- 8- now numbers wpll nvtr 
125,I>00- there ore few Instance; of 
overcrowdlnft In the RIb Hdiisn.s 
A few prisoners like those In Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Utah are 
"seriously overcrowded. 

Penologists blanic uii: crinir In- 
crease on broken homes, child neg- 
lect. Increased drinking, war- bom 
psychoses and a general relaxation 
of moral standards. 

The population of federal prl.sons 
has shown a slight dccreisi' since 
the end of the war. It was ID.O^iQ In 
1015, 1B.BQ8 In 1Q4B and 1B.G07 In 
June, 1S47.

WARM WORDS AT LAKE SUCCESS 
It might have been the heat or It might 
have been the humWlty. Pftrhapa It wm the 
result of a concerted decision. Or maybe 
they Just not fed up. Anyway, some repre- 
sentatives of the United States. Great Brit- 
ain and Australia really got together and 
teed off on the spokesmen of Russia and 
her satellites at Lake Success the other day. 

There Is nothing elevating in the spectacle 
of goverfimont representatives getting angry 
and calling name.'s. Against the background 
(rf-recent events At Lake Success, the spec- 
tacft might even be a little frightening. But 
we tan't say we blame the gentlemen from 
the English-speaking nations. 

At a meeting on Albania's U.N. member- 
ship, chief deputy Alexel Kraallnikov made 
a typical Russian-type speech. Then Brit- 
ain's Valentine Lawford blew off steam. "It 
Is deplorable," he said, "that we should be 
subjected day after day, week alter week, 
month after month, to all this Junk about 
provocations, lies, noises and repetitions." 

That's not diplomatic language. But it 
probably better expressed some feelings that 
before have been expressed more elegantly, 
or else suppressed. 

In the security council meeting the com- 
munlat bloc bud complained that "monarcho- 
fa«ism" li rampant In Greece. Then Ameri- 
ca's Herschel Johnson had his say—and It 
sema to us that what hs said has needed 
saying in ttie Russian and Balkan lepre- 
stntatlTOs* presence for a long time. 

"Dictatorship la dictatorship," he told 
them, "no matter what name you call It." 
esplalned that his government held no brief 
lor the Greek government, but that Greece 
was no menace to International peace "and 
tbink her three northern neighbors are." 
He added that there was not "the slightest 
•vldencB" of olvU liberties to be found Inside 
those neighbors' borders. 

It'i most irritating. And it must be particu- 
larly irritating to the U.N. members. lor the 
communist delegates are post-graduate mas- 
ters ol their trade. One has only ^ "^'^ 
ipeechei of 1^. CbroiUyko and his staff to 
catch the aneirlng condescension, the cool 
Insult, and the smug sense of rightness that 
WUI admit of no question. 

We don't wonder that their Intelligent col- 
leagues finally blew up and talked straight 
talk. It may not improve International re- 
lations, but It might clear the air. It might 
also give the Russians and their followers 
an Idea that there Is a limit to which taunts 
and goadlngs will be endured. 

Russia's tactics are those of the street' 
corner bully. And the bully usually discovers 
one day that he has gone to far, and pulls 
In hlfl horns. 



TWO OLD SCAPEGOATS 
The ills of the world sometimes seem to 
defy diagnosis. But at least wo now have a 
line on what Is wrong with one of Its couh' 
tries. Italy's present plight, according to her 
former premier, Francesco Nlttl, is the re- 
sponsibility of two scoundrels named Christo- 
pher Columbus and Nlccolo Machlavelll. 

Columbus' crime was discovering America 
and thereby shifting "the axis of the world to 
the west." Machlavelll, Columbus' contem 
porary and oat of the most brilliant shyster 
politicians In hl.-jtory, wrote a book which 
made out a great case for crooked politics In 
which the end always justUlert tlio mL-ans, 
Therefore, siiy.i Mr. NRtl. the world has come 
to believe that Italians are men who are nl 
ways ready to lie. 

'Tlio result, ftccordlnn to the former pre 
mlcr, Is the pro.iont Italian treaty— "one 
the most unjust In modern history." 

Wo he.iltalo to take Issue with the rtla 
tingulshcd and vcnerablo Mr. Nlttl, who Is 
going on RO now. But It does seem that he 
has tried to localize such general things an 
human curiosity and human cussedness too 
much. Furthermore. In what might be called 
a burst of perverted natlonallfltlo pride, he 
lias given Italians credit for something that 
imdoubtedly would have happened anyway. 

At the same time we ca^i't help admiring 
Mr. Nlttl for making a particularly mild 
brand of dangerous speech. Ho didn't blame 
everything on the communists, perhaps be 
cause Italy has two or three million of them, 
and he Is too good a politician to offend 
large minority group that some day might bo 
useful. Nor did he blame everything on the 
Jews, or any other minority group. 

But eisentlaiiy hla was a line of thought 
which, In our own day, we have come 
thinlt of as antl-Bemetlc. Hitler blamed CJor 
mtny's plight in the 'SOs on the Jews. And in 
spit* of the tragio fallacy of Hitler's itrgu 
ment, there are too many people in the world 
still willing to assign them the same blame 
today.

On MoAcoVa air forci day. the 
public wan told for thi tint time 
about new types of Jtt planes de- 
valopsd, so It wai claimed In 
Pravda. by RuMlan diilinera. The 
belief In Intormtd quartan here U 
that the real credit mUit fo to Ger- 
man designers and iKtuilclani who 
were token as part of the apolU of 
war. 

While the formal unveiling of 
the new Jot modeU took place only 
the oUier day. our own military 
Hartal! cbiilt planners have known for lome time 
about certain of the more spectacular Soviet achleve- 
mentJ. Most lUrtllni and moit huah-huih of all li a 
let bomber with a range of 800 mllet. ThU U believed 
to exceed anything yet developed \n thli counUy. it 
may even be an advance over U. S, Jet typea that 
are allU In the experlmcnUI conitructlon lUge. 

Tor the coming fiscal year, conrw appropriated 
funds for noo planes for both the navy and the air 
forces. This was a conslderabla advance over the 
amount requeited by the bureau of the budget. For 
avlaUon research, congress granted H«,0OO.00O for 
the AAF and I7S.000.000 for the navy, which were 
the amounU In the budget. 

ThU must be cprapared. however, with the mini- 
mum Mt In 1Q4B by the air coordinating committee. 
Tlie committee, made up of representatives o( all 
Dovcmment departments with an Interest In nvlotlon. 
found that to maintain an aircraft industry sufficient 
for national aecurtty a minimum of 3003 pianea a 
year ahould be manufactured. 

Moreover, this wa« the minimum after peace ahould 
be secured throughout the world and aome degree of 
dlaarmamcnt achieved. Anyone who thinks wo have 
arrived at that »Ut« today had better see a good 
piychlatrlat. 

The gap between 1100 planes and 3000 la a big 
one. The figure ot 3000 presuppoeed research and 
development on new typci which would make it pos- 
alblB to go Into quick production of those types in 
the event of a war. Plainly, then, the admlnlatratlon 
would have to ask, and congreaa would have to grant, 
nearly twice the amount made available for the cur- 
rent year. 

Thla was precisely ^he desperate lack we faced after 
Pearl Harbor. Experimental conatructlon and research 
lagged In the late '30'a. If one can look through the 
Irrelevandes and abiurdltle* of the recent eenato 
investigation, that li the tremendoualy ImporUnt fact 
which oomii out— Ui apLte, one might almost say, of 
those who are conducting the Inveallgatlon. 

In American aircraft plants. experlmentaJ models 
of jet bombers are being buUt and they are under- 
going Usti. A number of typea are being pioneered, 
which U costly, but from the point of view of eventual 
mass production It la highly desirable. 

Bombers powered with four Jets are being produced 
by the North American and Consolidated companies. 
Martin and Boeing are working on aix-jet bombers. 
Northrop Is engaged In powering the famous flying 
wing with jets. 

Only one type of jet fighter— the p-eo-la in pres- 
ent use In USAAP squadrons. We have lagged con- 
Blderly behind In this field. Two new typea, the 
P-81 and the P-85, are In experimental construction. 

The new super-sonic planes get into the Buck 
Rogers range. Bell aircraft is constructing the X-ai 
and the X-S3. The X-Sl has been flown experlmen- 
taUy..It,ls a amall piloted plane carried In a B-39 
bomber and released at 30,000 feet.' 

The X-81 carries rockets as offensive weapons. lU 
flying Ume U so short, however, that It must still bo 
considered as merely a tool for experiment. 

All this has the quality oC a newsreel that la some- 
how familiar. In the pre-l03a days, the Russians par- 
aded giant guns and masses of troops through Red 
square. The weapons grow more destructive while 
man's fear, suspicion and hatred stay the same.

But shortly after one of my dally 
messages to posterity called atten- 
tion to the queer ethics of the case, 
Mr. Bolte's weekly contributions to 
the knowledge, or contusion, ot his 
fellow-clUMns ceased to run. Later, 
the New York Times used a review 
by Bolte. laudatory, of course, on the 
latest and, no doubt, final, book of 
John Roy Carlson, the notorious 
Levantine sneak, entitled "The Plot- 
ters."

The AVO Bullattn uyk young 
Blrkhead hslped tha frightened 
sneak Derounlan to write twth of his 
books, "'[Tnder Cover" and "The 
Plotten." In a lawsuit in Chicago 
the federal court tald Derounlan 
was such a wanton profeislonal liar 
that he was unworthy of belief even 
on oath. 

Bolte now diparts for Eniland to 
immerse himself in tha nut-brown 
Bcholarthlp of the mother country, 
fat and eaty-mlnded on a rich diet 
of bome-oooked compliments 
whipped up by tha AVO's publicity 
department. 

Tha commanding officer of the 
AVO is called the chairman. Bolte'a 
successor, elected at Milwaukee after 
fine reproduction, in miniature, 
French and Oiechoelovakian 
partisan parliamentary scheming, la 
one Ohat Patterson. He acema to 
repreaent the yes-and-no party. 
There were two other parties, both 
left-wing but one to the left of the 
other. After the election. Ken 
Pettus. the defeated candidate of the 
farthest left group, sent a message 
of congratulation to Patterson. He 
promised his support but went on 
to say that the AVC was retreating 
Ignomlnlously before a tidal wave 
of reaction.

Natlonallullon of her mlnu may 
not be responsible for the drop In 
British coal production. But 11 cer- 
tainly hasn't solved a problem which 
has been developing for ytert. So 
Britain Ls not golns to monkey 
with the private producllwi of steel 
during the emergency. If Ihr pres- 
ent top leaders have their uuy. 

With iteel Eo dependent on coal, 
this will provide no slde-by-slde test 
of the two systcm-s. It Just means 
that socialism Is going to stand still 
at least until a decisive point Is 
reached In Britain's economic ef- 
fort. 

Dynamic Force 

Socialism Is a dynamic force 
which Is Inclined to run down If 
held Inactive. If Britain succeeds 
with more conservative measures 
while socialism Is dormant, the ex- 
periments of tha past t«-o years may 
prove to have been merely a swing 
of the pendulum on tha way to a 
more equitable balance between cap- 
lUl and labor. If she falls, even 
more radical experiments are pos- 
sible. Radical changes In govim- 
ment throughout history have come 
almost entirely among peoples with 
llttla or nothing to lose.

NEW YORK. Aug. la lUJO— A ver- 
itable prehistoric soo has bem dug 
up In New Mexico. 

Plrst came fossils of the earliest 
dinosaurs. Then alligator -like crea- 
tures. 

Now, according to a new report 
today from an expedition of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, more than 40 other klnda of 
animals that lived about 60,000.000 
years ago— Just about the start of 
the age of mammals to which man 
belongs, have been dug up near 
Lendrlth, N, M. 

Lemur Fosalts Found 

Included In these new finds are 
thp fos.>^lls of tho lemur, believed to 
be a relative or a forerunner of 
man. Tills animal which still lives 
In the world, particularly Madagas- 
CBr. I*: not the so-called "missing 
link," 

Tlie Irmur, a small animal about ■ 
foot high, resembled a monkey, but 
had a .sharp, tox-llke face. Dr. 
George Simpson, head of the expe- 
dition, reported that fossils of sev- 
eral lemurs had been turned up. 

He described the new finds as 
"the richest tingle deposit of early 
mammal bonea ever found In the

the new discoveries Include the fos- 
sils of extinct species of snails, 
fishes, lizards, anakes, turtles, alll- 
jtntrr.'. nnrt squirrel -Jllce rodent*. Che 
flesh-eattng creodents, the four-toed 
horse, called cohlppus, and tha prize 
catch of aU— compete skeletons of 
"le mcnlscotherlum. 

The mentscotherium long has 
been a "mystery animal." and the 
new discoveries are expected U 
clear up many unanswered ques' 
tlons about this creature.

Cottonwood logs and willow 
branches were Katlicred all last week 
to construcl Ihe lodge, which la 
circular In shnpe. Tlie willows arc 
used to cover the sides ot the en- 
closure for protection of the sick 
and aged the dance Is supposed to 
make strong. A largo opening on 
Ihe east side pcrmlt.3 the Indians 
to carry out the age old ritual of 
"raL-ilng the sun." 

Squaws are permitted .to take 
part In this sun dance, the only 
one of this Ecason In which women 
arc allowed to participate. The 
dance requires complete fasting on 
the part of the participants.
